CALIFORNIA'S WATER & POWER 


ACT DOES NOT SPECIFY ANT 


PROJECT, SAYS COMMITTEE. 


The Argus has received a statement 


from the state campaign committee en- 
gaged in furthering California's Water 
and Power Act, reporting great pro- 
gress in the organization of units, in 
various parts of the state, which will 
carry on the campaign for the adoption 
of the amendment next November. 


"These units have a double purpose," 


said the statement. "While they are 
primarily localized campaign organiza- 
tions, they constitute a state-wide adap- 
tation to and preparation for the act. 
Each unit centers around a local water 
or power development project, which is 
known to be feasible, and which will be 
made possible by the extension of state 
credit under the amendment. 


"The San Gabriel unit is being built 


up on the basis of necessary and prac- 
ticable development on the San Gabriel 


be 


'•-^wishes it clearly understood that the 


act itself does not recognize any parti- 
cular- object, and is merely a legal 
enactment which will make state credit 
available for the hundreds of millions 
of dollars worth of development which 
has been projected in various parts of 
the state. However, it is important that 
the needs and opportunities of various 
localities should be defined as quickly 
as possible, so that the newly appointee 
Water and Power Board may have be 
fore it a general survey of the entire 
state upon which to base its allotmenl 
of credit. For this reason it is to the 
interest of each locality to prepare foi 
this representation to the board. The 
organization of the different units will 
provide the means for thus informing 
the board of the needs of each, and 
their-representations will be laid before 
the board in petition form. 


"One great shortcoming in water and 


power development in California has 
been the lack of centralization and co- 
ordination, by which problems of each 
community could be considered in rela- 
tion to others. The unit plan of .organi- 
zation, focussing on the final represen- 
tations to the board offers the means by 
which all California may progress along 
the highway of a great co-operative 
movement, to the final solution of its 


lot provide for the building of any 
)articular project, and that the organi- 
zation of units is a supplementary un- 
dertaking which will serve the double 
purpose of furthering the campaign and 
nsuring immediate consideration for 
valid projects after the Water and Pow- 
er Board is organized. As enemies of

Abraham Lincoln's birthday brought 


forth several intimate reminiscences of 
the Civil war and of Lincoln's life, con- 
tributed by citizens of the Covina val- 
ley who were intimately associated with 
those stirring days. 


The story of guarding the tomb of 


Lincoln, as told by James P. Smith, 
Civil war veteran, in last week's issue 
of the Argus, is followed by an interest- 
ing glimpse into the life of Lincoln by 
J. B. Eaymond of East College street, 
Covina, who related the story of Lin- 
coln's review of a regiment just after 
the Battle of Antietam. Mr. Raymond 
told the story at a meeting held last 
Sunday evening in the Covina Christian 
church. 


Mr. Raymond was a soldier in the 


Twelfth. 
Massachusetts 
Volunteers, 


known as the "Webster Regiment," be* 
cause of the fact that it had Fletcher 
Webster, son of Daniel Webster, as its 
olonel. The regiment was recruited by 
a group of prominent Democrats in Bos- 
ton, and was quartered in old Faneuil 
Hall in Boston, known as "the Cradle 


the occasion of the regiment's 


march through New York City on its 
way to the front, the soldiers sang 
"John Brown's Body Lies A-Moulder- 
ing in the Grave," the first time this 
famous marching tune had ever been 
heard. It became one of the great battle 
songs of the war. They were led by the 
regimental band that had William J. 
Martland of Brockton, Mass., as baud 
leader, this band having the distinction 
of first introducing this spirited song. 


Mr. Eaymond was in eight battles, 


which were all in the year of 1862. They 
were the battles of Cedar Mountain, 
Va., on August 9; Rappahannoek Sta- 
tion, Va., August 21; Thoroughfare Gap, 
Va., August 28; Manassas (Second Bat- 
tle of Bull Run), August 30; Chantilly, 
Va., September 1; South Mountain, Md., 
September 14; Antietam 
(Sharpsburg, 


Md.) September 17; and Frcdcricksburg, 
Va., Dee. 13. In this last battle Mr. 
Raymond was wounded in the leg and 
was in the hospital for three months 
following. 
His regiment was in 32 


Battles. Colonel Fletcher Webster was 
dllcd at Manassas. 


LINCOLN PRAISES TROOPS. 


It was after the terrible battle of 


Antietam that President Lincoln, on a 
tour of that front, reviewed the troops, 
and the men of Mr. Raymond's regi- 
ment had the privilege of hearing direct 
words of praise from the Great Eman- 
cipator. Mr. Raymond, in his home in 
Covina today, says that he remembers 
Lincoln vividly, and that the occasion 
was the proudest day of his life. 
Mr. 


Raymond was wounded in a battle a 
few days later. 


At the time of Lincoln's visit, Mr. 


Raymond says that nine companies of 
his regiment had just emerged from 
battle. There were but 224 men left 
in the nine companies, and when they 
came out of that battle there had been 
49 more killed, 165 wounded, ten miss- 
ing, leaving but thirty-eight of this 
gallant Massachusetts regiment in line. 
The next day an additional company 
came up from a point where they had 
been performing provost guard duty, 
making 119 men in line.when Lincoln 
delivered his words of commendation. 
This was in September of 1862. 


Mr. Raymond was mustered out of 


service on June 20, 1864, after having 
been kept on detail following his wound 
at Fredericksburg.

E D I T O R I A L 


Thanks to the Pacific Electric. 


Recent storms have again reminded us that this valley's 


principal link with points east and west is the Pacific Electric 
railroad. 


There are various fair weather methods of getting in and 


out of the valley. But "when everything goes dead wrong," 
even the hobo has to take to the railroad tracks. He can't walk 
the boulevards because they are bisected here and there by roar- 
ing floods that are unbridged. He can't implore a ride from 
autoists because the drivers themselves have quit the roads and 
are making use of the electric trains. A river wash, roaring 
through a dip in the road, is an effectual barrier to automobile 
travel for an interval. At the heighth of such storms as we 
have just experienced, even the old "P. E." is hard put to it to 
circumvent Jupiter Pluvius, but the railroad keeps running 
somehow. It transfers passengers across shaky bridges. 
It 


does not go home and forget the storm, putting the equipment 
in the barn, waiting for pleasanter weather. The railroad knows 
that even greater responsibility rests upon it in times of great 
stress. It must take care of all the fair weather traffic. 
The 


passengers that have been bowling along over the boulevards 
in busses, congregate at the "P. E." stations and cuss the rail- 
road because the trains may be late that are plowing through 
the swirl of water, fighting mounds of silt and removing debris. 


During the heighth of the last storm the Covina line of the 


"P. E." was one of the worst hit of any in Southern California. 


It had to cope with the old San Gabriel river, with the San 


Dimas wash, and with numerous mountain streams that, when 
at flood, are the means of rendering this valley well-nigh incom- 
municado with the outside woi-ld. Passenger busses do not ply 
through the Covina valley, even in fair weather, but they do a 
big business from San Bernardino, Riverside, Redlands and 
Pomona. The bus service Avas halted. "When the boulevards 
are washed out the bus companies simply quit and wait for fair 
weather. They are not under contract to keep their right-of- 
way cleared. The people must do that out of taxation. 
Bus 


companies are simply out the amount of money they would have 
taken in during the period if the storm had not rendered them 
idle. They lay oft' their men, and wages cease. 


But the railroads increase their help in such times of stress. 


The editor of this paper had occasion to make the trip io Los 
Angeles at the heighth of the flood last Thursday night. The 
five-twenty local from Covina plowed into the roaring flood be- 
tween Lark Ellen and Orange avenue when literally hundreds 
of acres around the tracks constituted a stream-bed for the San 
Dima« wash at that particular point. The train crew worked 
the car through when the water was up to the second step. At 
every call-box on the line there was an extra man stationed. 
The traffic was being directed by the chief dispatcher from Los 
Angeles, who was in constant touch with these men who labored 
in the pouring rain and icy chill. These men themselves were 
marooned, in many instances without food for the time of their 
lonely, dangerous watch in the midst of the flood-waters. The 
"P. E." had gangs of laborers on the washes, fighting the water 
with sacks and sand, throwing debris from the tracks, all on 
the company payroll. And. while the service was badly demor- 
alized, they got the people through somehow, even numbering 
among them the bus drivers who were marooned in the east 
end of the valley and were anxious to make it back home 
to their families in Los Angeles. The "P. E." got the freight 
through, both that which they ordinarily carry and all that the 
"Ship by Truck" people couldn't deliver. The "P. E." carried 
the mails. 


When the waters receded, the trucks and passenger busses 


started out again over the people's highway, competing with 
the railroad that pays its taxes to the state, and which main- 
tains its own right-of-way. Trucks and busses started pounding 
the roads of the people to pieces again, the roads which the 
people must keep in constant repair. 


When are we going to wake up and put a tonnage-mileage 


tax on these trucks and busses that will pay for the repairs to 
the highways? Isn't it strange that we go on putting up the 
money for this highly-expensive maintenance only to have it 
destroyed by commercial concerns paying only a nominal vehicle 
tax that in no sense meets the expense V The hundreds of thou- 
sands of automobiles that pass over our boulevards do not wear 
out the roads in ten years as much as this truck and bus traffic 
does in three months. There's something radically wrong with 
the system, and with our sense of justice. 


'Pedestrians, Keep to the Left.' 


In the state of Washington pedestrians walk on the left side 


of the boulevards where there are no sidewalks. This rula has 
saved many accidents. 


If a person walking is on the left side, the car that is ap- 


proaching and keeping to the right-hand side can see the pedes- 
trian under the full light of the automobile lamps. The pedes- 
trian can see the approaching automobile and can step still 
farther to the left, clearing the way. The pedestrian iji in no 
danger of being struck by a machine approaching from the op- 
posite direction. 


When pedestrians keep to the right they are constantly in 


the path of automobiles that are also keeping to the right. Their 
backs are turned to the approaching machine. They often 
swerve into the middle of the street and are hit by machines 
in front of them while dodging a machine coming up behind 
them. 


"Pedestrians Keep to the Left," is a warning that should be 


put up on our boulevards for mutual safety. It might well be 
made a state law, applicable on all roads where there are no 
sidewalks.

Five-Fold Measure 


Indorsed By Chamber 


Commander Gordon C. Douglas of the 


Upper San Gabriel Valley Post, Ameri- 
can Legion, of Covina, introduced a re- 
solution at the meeting of the Covina 
chamber of commerce board of directors 
on Tuesday of this week, which was a 
recommendation-that the Five-Fold Ad- 
justed Compensation Act, now before 
congress, become a law. 
The resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed, and it was ordered that copies of it 
be sent to Congressman Walter F. Linc- 
berger of this district, and to Senators 
Johnson and Shortridge. 


As explained by Commander Douglas, 


who is also a member of the chamber of 
commerce board of directors, the five- 
fold act contains provisions not only for 
a cash bonus to ex-service men, but is 
"principally designed to provide educa- 
tional courses instead of cash, also 
homes and homesites. It is planned 
that instead of the soldier asking for 
the cash he will be induced to apply 
his compensation on the taking up of a 
farm, or the purchase of a home. There 
is also a method of obtaining insurance. 


The chamber directors were heartily 


in favor of indorsing this plan. The 
resolution was also advocated by Irven 
G. Reynolds, a chamber director who is 
chairman of the executive committee of 
the local legion post.

We must enforce the law. Laws are 


not self-enforceable. 
As long as it is 


profitable for a human to violate the 
law, the law will be violated. A law 
that is never violated may almost be 
called an unnecessary law. 
The more 


a law is violated the more apparent its 
necessity. We have a law against mur- 
der; it is violated and, therefore, we 
must have officials who, having no sym- 
pathy with murder, will be ready to 
prosecute those who violate it. We have 
a law against stealing; it is violated 
and, therefore, we must have officers 
who have no sympathy with thieves in 
order to secure the enforcement of this 
law. 
And so there are laws on other 


subjects. 
The law is the voice of the 


community and the officer is the arm of 
the community, acting 
in 
sympathy 


with the voice. 


The believers in prohibition must be 


on the alert to see to it that the en- 
forcement of the law is not entrusted 
to those who are in sympathy .with, its 
violation. We have secured a grjeat ad- 
vafitage in prohibiting the ia$nufac- 
ture, as well as the sale of b'.everage 
liquors, because wo have overthrown 
the citadel of lawlessness. The brew- 
ers' associations and the distillers' as- 
sociations have stood back of the viola- 
tions of the law, and furnished the 
money to carry on the campaigns for 
the election of officials pledged in ad- 
vance to lawlessness. While the manu- 
facture of intoxicating beverages was 
permitted, these men could meet publi- 
city and pass resolutions threatening 
politicians who dared to favor prohibi- 
tion, but their power to threaten is 
gone and the coercion is now on the 
other side. 
Tho very politicians who 


used to be afraid of offending the brew- 
ers wTill now be afraid of offending the 
sentiment that supports the law. 
The 


"lootleggers cannot organize national or 


ven state associations. 
They are as 


lowerless as the pickpockets when it 
omes to organized action. 
There can 


10 no concerted action among the vio- 
ators of a law embodied in the nation- 
al constitution. But while our task is 
nade easier it is still necessary to pro- 
•ide the machinery for enforcing the 
aw and to be careful of selecting the 
officials who are to prosecute violators 
of the law. 


We must continue the educational 


work in favor of total abstinence. 


In its last analysis prohibition must 


rest upon the conviction that alcohol 
s injurious, and this must be taught 
o each generation. 
It will be easier 


o teach this when drinking is no long- 
er fashionable in politics, in business 
or in society. But the educational work 
must go on in order that each year may 
Ind the sentiment more and more near- 
y unanimous. 


We must help the 
world 
6utside. 


Christianity would not grow in the 
United States if our churches were not 
interested in missionary work. A man 
cannot enjoy religion without wanting 
to bring others the knowledge of the 
blessings which he has received. 
And 


so, having abolished the saloon on the 
theory that, total abstinence will be a 
blessing to our country, we cannot fully 
enjoy that blessing without desiring to 
communicate to others a knowledge of 
the benefits received.
